Ex-Governor Piittiaou, having de- 


clared his intention to support Bryan 
and Sewall, hus been requested'to give 
his views on the question of bimetal- 
lism, or, in other words, to give somo 
reason for the faith that has'apparently 
come to him since the Chicago conven- 
tion. 
The request came from Win. H. 


Murphy, chairman of the Fourteenth 
ward Democraitc executive committee, 
and in reply Air. Murphy received the 
following letter, which was read at 
n mass meeting on Tuesday night at 
Eleventh and Spring Gordon streets: 


"I received your very kind invita- 


tion to take part in the entertainment 
winch you have provided for tomor- 
row evening. 
Business engagements 


will, however, prevent my acceptance. 
Such an occasion should always bo 
made use of as an opportunity to in- 
telligently discuss questions having an 
important bearing upon the progress of 
our country. 
Indeed, public meetings 


in a popular government should always 
be encouraged. For this reason our 
constitution 
took from congress the 


power to make any law abridging free- 
dom of speech or of the 'right of the 
people peaceably to assemble.' I trust, 
therefore, that your meeting will not 
only be an entertainment, but also the 
means of instruction. 
I assume that 


all of our citizens have the welfare of 
their country at heart. I believe they 
are patriotically devoted to promoting 
its welfare. 
All they desire to know 


is the truth. Having the truth, the 
result cannot but be for the good of all. 
' Ye shall know the truth, and truth 
shall make you free.'' 


"You request of me some views on 


the question of international bimetal- 
lism. 
I can only refer you to the ex- 


pressions of the Hon. William D. Kel- 
ley, who for so mnny years with great 
distinctions represented Pennsylvania 
in congress. 
In 1877, in an address, 


he said: 


"I have told you that money is 


a national institution. • There is 
no 


'money of the world.' There never 


gold the money of ,the world with 
which international balances are set- 
tled? No, no; try it. 
Ship $100,000 


in freshly coined double eagles to Eng- 
land. They are money 'here, because 
the United States government ordained 
them and made them legal tender in 
payment for all debts, even for duties 
and interest on 5-20 bonds. 
But sup- 


pose those double eagles reach Enlgand. 
The English people do not know how 
to calculate dollars and cents. Their 
money of account is not 
decimal. 


Will any of you tell me how much £10 
10a 7d is in dollars and cents? .An 
Englishamn will just about as easily 
translate our dollars into pounds, shil- 
lings and pence as you would convert 
pounds, shillings and pence into dol- 
lars. 
Our leading commercial and 


banking houses have special clerks to 
compute how foreign moneys of ac- 
counts are reduced to dollars and cents. 
[n this audience, intelligent as it is, I 
do not believe there is one man in 100, 
unless he be a teacher, or connected 
with a banking or commercial house, 
who can instantly translate dollars'into 
pounds, shillings and pence, or pounds 
shillings and pence into dollars. How, 
then, do you use your American money 
in England? ' Very simply 
You send 


it to the bank, where it is weighed; its 
fineness—9-10 fine, alloyed with 1-10 
silver and copper, is ascertained, and it 
is sent to the mint to be converted into 
money, and yon wait till it is converted 
or pay 1 >£pence per ounce to the bank 
for advancing the money I and then it 
comes out, not with the American eagle 
flaunting its wings, but with Victoria's 
beautiful head upon it, with Dei gratia 
and a whole lot of such things upon it. 
Then it is money! But while it bore 
our beautiful national stamp it was 
only bullion throughout the realm of 
Great Britain. 
You become incensed 


at this and go over to France, taking 
your English sovereigns with yon; yon 
attempt to-make a small purchase. The 
shopkeeper shrugs his shoulders and 
says, 'Will monsieur please give me 
money?' 
You reply, 'That is money.' 


'Oh, yes, this is money in England, 


but you see we do not understand the 
pound, shilling and pence; we deal 
with the franc and Napoleon, which is 
divisible by the franc. 
I will take- 


this coin to the jeweller or money- 
changer and sell it for you, or it can 
be sent to the mint and made into 
money.' 


'So if you want 'money' you must 


send your sovereigns to the banks. 
Your coins are no longer 9-10 fine with 
1.10 silver and copper. 
They are not 


even the same ingredients in the same 
proportion as your eagles, for English 
coins contain 11-12 pure gold' and 
1-12 
alloy. Yon decide that you will 


not have the whole of the sovereigns 
converted, but only enough to meet 
your immediate expenses. You send 
a portion to the mint, where their 
weight, fineness and value are ascer- 
tained, and by paying a proper dis- 
count you get Napoleons or other de- 
nominations of French money, with 
which you may travel in France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland and Italy, the gov- 
ernments of which have made treaties 
as to the value at which French money 
shall circulate. 
By and by you come 


homo, bringing with you your sover- 
eigns or whatever foreign coin you 
may have. You start out to buy some- 
thing on Chestnut street. You lay 
down a Napoleon and the dealer says, 
'Can't you give us money?' 
'Why,' 


you reply, 'that is gold.' 'Yes, sir, I 
suppose it is, but you know we don't 
use this foreign money here; congress 
has long since demonetized it; suppose 
I send it up to Mr. Oadwell, or to Bail- 
ey's, or Drexel's and ascertain 
its 


value, and get you money for it?' 
Then having paid your two discounts 
you send what remains of your bullion 
to the mint, and it is brought back to 
yon 9-10 fine and converted into money. 
Where is your 'money of the'world?' I 
affirm before these merchants that no 
international balance was ever settled 
with money, unless a country had ac- 
cumulated an amount of foreign money 
and shipped it to the, creditor nation 
which had emitted it. 
If any man 


knows of an instance in which debts 
have been paid in England, France, 
Spain, Italy or Germany with Ameri- 
can money, received as money, I ask 
him to mention the instance, for I have 
sought far and wide to learn of one.' 


"The facts set forth in these extracts 


make it clear to my mind that money 
is the creature of law, and that each 
nation may determine for itself 
the 


material of which its money shall be 
made, as well as the denominations in 
which it shall be issued. 
Believe me,

crbpa. Without them the pollen can- 
not be distributed from the blossoms to 
the fruit or grain, as there is no wind 
in the country, or at least. very little, 
and that hard to raise. 


"The bees were formerly both of the 


native and foreign kind. 
Many of the 


native bees were the property of the 
whole people. These bees had green- 
backs and they traveled rapidly among 
the fields and orchards, and the .honey 
they gathered was stored in the public 
apiary and sold for the benefit of all 
the people in the proportion of their 
holdings, it being considered probable 
that the bees had gathered their honey 
about equally from all the land. 


"There was another breed of large 


white bees which seemed to be quite 
industrious, and the honey of their 
gathering was* also shared in-part by 
the people, and in part by certain own-1 
ers, that part going to the people being 
called the senior part. 


"Now it happened that the owners 


of the foreign bees banded themselves 
together and decreed the death of all 
the green and white bees, on the 
ground that these native bees were 
twice as prolific as the foreign bees, 
and they were likely to become so 
numerous that the honey crop would 
be too great. 
These bee>owners argue 


that, having gone to the expense of im- 
porting foreign bees on purpose to ben- 
efit the agriculturists, it was nnjust to 
them to permit the native bees to live; 
their real motive of course being to 
have all the honey brought to their bee 
houses and to leave none for their 
neighbors. - < 


"The question was up befpre the 


King, who heard first the statement of 
the agriculturists, and by their com- 
mittee the matter was stated this wise: 
" 'O, King, live forever! We un- 


derstand thori art asked to smother all 
the bees which belong to us and to per- 
mit only the foreign bees of the keep- 
ers to work in our fields, and all the 
honey they make will belong to the bee- 
keepers and not to us. 
" 'We have done well in the past, 


when all the bees came to our fields, 
even the gfeeu bees and the white bees, 
and we believe that with all the bees 
there are none too many to carry the 
pollen to fructify our fields. At the 
request of the foreign bee keepers many 
of the green bees have been hived away 
in the public apiary, and in proportion 
as they have been shut up so have our 
crops fallen off. And since [the white 
bees are no longer bred, so have we 
failed to get the former return for our 
labors in our fields. We beseech thee, 
O. King, to let all the bees labor, even 
as we labor in our fields, now as in the 
past, since both our labor and the labor 
of the bees is needful to the growth of 
our grain and our fruits.' 


"Then said the keepers of the foeign 


bees: 
" 'O, King, of mighty presence, we, 


the committee of the keepers, represent 
all the wealth and all the wisdom of 
thy kingdom. Therefore we ask care- 
ful consideration to our statement. 
" 'It has been proven by wise men 


that one yellow bee of foreign birth 
will do the labor of two white bees, 
ind as for the green bees, they are so 
worthless that they should be counted 
as naught. 
We went to great trouble 


and expense to introduce the yellow 
bees, because we would not see our 
country dependent on native and worth- 
less bees. In all civilized communities 
no bees but the yellow bees, are used, 
and the bee keepers in those countries 
have grown so rich and powerful that

" 'Thieves and robbers! Did you 


bring the yellow bees to this country 
that they might fructify the fields of 
my people, or that they might make 
honey for yourselves? Did yon shut up 
the green bees in^the public apiary for 
the good of the people, or that there 
should be no public honey and your 
own store -should be greater? 
Would 


you smother the white bees becaxise 
they are worthless, or because in the 
lands which use yellow bees the people 
are slaves to the [.bee keepers? Cheats 
and liars 1 Yon would make slaves of 
my people, and you would make a fool 
of your King. 
Now this is my decree, 


that all the bees, whether they be 
green, or white, or yellow, shall belong 
to the King, and all the honey made 
by the bees shall belong to the state, 
and shall be divided among the people, 
so that each may have his share. And 
as the green bees, and the white bees, 
and the yellow bees have each done a 
good part in carrying the pollen for the 
harvest, I will increase the bees [of all

In other 
words, the greater the indebtedness of 
the people the more easily and over- 
whelmingly are they held in subjection 
to the money power. 
England rules 


the poor and the weak as with a "rod 
of iron." The avarice, the greed .of 
her wealthy classes know no bounds 
and their ability through gold money 
and other instruments of torture and 
oppression are the most potent in the 
world. 
That the wealthy might the 


more easily make their living .out of 
her debtors both at home and abroad, 
she adopted gold as her one money 
meal in 1816, and with that she has 
been reaping rich harvests of wealth 
from the brawn and sweat of the in- 
dustrial classes. 
Ergo, Editor Wilson 


advises the adoption of a monometal- 
lism in this country. Or is it simply 
that he don't care what becomes of the 
poor laboring devils so he secures an 
office with a salary from two to four

Tonkin's first lighthouse has just 


been lighted. It is built on one of the 
Norway isles, in 20 degrees 37 minutes 
26 seconds north latitude, and 140 djg 
grees 48 minutes longitude east of 
Paris. 


The new Siegel-Cooper department 


store, being erected in New York city, 
•will have, among other electrical nov- 
elties, a one-hundred-million candle- 
power searchlight situated at the top 
of a tower over 200 feet high. This 
light will be visible fifty miles at sea. 


A unique ant! successful electric as- 


sociation in England has been formed 
to promote the interests of municipal 
electrical undertakings. Its members 
consist of borough engineers and rep- 
resentatives of electric lighting com- 
mittees. In England the 
municipal 


management 
of electric lighting is 


much more frequent 
than 
in this 


country. 


The. trains running on the railroads 


in South Australia are 
electrically 


lighted by means of storage batteries 
supplied with current from a dynamo 
attached to the car axles. The official 
reports show that since the adoption 
of this system, two years ago, the 
lights have failed on only two occa- 
sions. Moreover, the 
same 
reports 


shows that electric lighting by this 
method is cheaper than lighting by 
kerosene. 


The United States Consul at Havre, 


France, recently sent home some sam- 
ples ol new textile fabrics which were 
exhibited at the State Department- in 
"Washington. They were woven from 
the fibers .of peat, which, as they prov- 
ed, can be bleached to whiteness and 
will then take any dye. These fabrics 
are said to be especially advantageous 
from the fact that" they -have antisep- 
tic qualities which will prevent them 
from 'harboring disease germs. 


It has passed current that sea air 


contains an appreciable quantity of 
salt. To test this M. Chaix made a 
series 
of experiments. He 
passed 


about thirty cubic feet of air through. 
a solution of silver nitrate. In every 
case there was not the least cloudiness 
of the solution, which proved tEat the 
air contained no salt. " The air con- 
tains salt only when the wind carries 
salt spray. If we wish to. benefit by 
the salt in the air we must go where 
•the sea is sufficiently agitated by the 
wind to continually hold sea water in 
suspension. 


An Jsstrainc-nt, called 
the 
"zero- 


graph," is said to be receiving atten- 
tion at the hands of the /English Pos- 
tal Telegraph authorities. It is an au- 
tomatic 
typewriting 
machine 
tele- 


graph, in which the depression1 of a 
key at one end of a line, on a keyboard 
similar to that of a typewriter, de- 
presses and prints on a sheet of paper 
a similar letter at the other end of the 
line. When the operator depresses a 
key he causes a current to pass from, 
a local battery which disengages a 
balanced pendulum In both machines. 
With this simple pendulum device ib 
is claimed absolute synchronism be- 
tween the two instruments can be ob- 
tained on even long lines.

JOES CHINAMAN. 


A Resident of Shanghai on Their Fulling* 


•ad Virtue*. 
. 


A very handsome and distinguished 


looking gentleman is Francis \V. liar- 
rell, a former citizen of Virginia,, but 
now a resident 
of Shanghai, China, 


who,'With his wife, is visiting Wash- 
ington. 
The Washington Post snys: 


Mr.'Harrell lived for six years in Jap- 
an, occupying the chair of English in 
the leading university of that country, 
and there he met his "future wife, who 
was the first child of white parents 
born in the Mikado's dominions. Mrs. 
Harrell not only speaks Japanese like 
a-native, but she is profoundly versed 
in the literature of the country. -Mr. 
Harrell is now connected with the 
great shipping firm of N. J. Robinson 
& Co., and he comes to the Unit.ed 
States to contract for some high-pow- 
er guns, to be used by the Chinese in 
defending several of their important 
rivers. 


"The Chinese Government," said he, 


"ia in a bad way, and any organized 
effort-to overthrow it, if backed by a 
few capable and determined leaders, 
would doubtless 
be successful. The 


present dynasty is very unpopular, and 
a great many people were glad because 
of its humiliation by the Japanese. 
The despotic rule of the mandarins 
has deadened all patriotic feeling. They 
are non-progressive as well as tyran- 
nical ,and block the ways to the open- 
ing of the empire to railroads, .tele- 
graph lines and all other accompani- 
ments of civilization. As long as the 
masses can be "kept in ignorance their 
power and prestige will be secure. The 
mandarins incited the lower classes to 
the recent massacre of the missionar- 
ies, but the instigators were shrewd 
enough to escape punishment them- 
selves. 


"But it will not do to underrate the 


Chinese because of their defeat by the 
smaller nation. With proper military 
organization they -would prove a for- 
midable foe to any power on earth. 
The men are brave, and they only need 
training to become first-class soldiers.' 


"As a business people they are far" 


superior to the Japanese. 
When a 


Chinese merchant gives his word it is 
sacred; there is no use in putting a 
contract in writing when dealing with 
them, and if in rare cases one defaults, 
his relatives or friends cheerfully com- 
ply with the obligation. On the con- 
trary, the Japs will break their word 
whenever self-interest 
dictates, and 


the only way to deal with them is by 
written instruments. 
They .are bright 


and clever, but lacking in the solid, and 
enduring qualities of the Chinese. 


"Shanghai is one of the most beauti- 


ful and well-kept cities of the East, 
and well deserves the title of 'Little 
Paris.' In some ways It is the most 
popular city 
or> earth. 
The natives 


have a government of their own, and 
the foreigners are allowed to govern 
themselves. There are large colonies 
of English, Americans, French and Ger- 
mans. 
"The prestige of Li Hung Chang has 


greatly gone down of late, and the 
coming man of the empire is Chang Cui 
Chung, Viceroy of Nankin. ~ He is en- 
thusiastic on the subject of organizing 
a great army after the German system, 
and when he accomplishes his purpose 
he could put himself at the head of 
the empire without any trouble."

Girl Slavery in Cliina. 


A Chinese missionary writing to the 


Hail and Express tells of the univer- 
sal system of girt clavery in China. 
He says: 
"Slavery 
and polygamy 


seem to be twins, and they go hand in 
hand to-day in China. There are mill- 
ions of polygamous houses in China 
and millions of slaves. Even iii those 
China cities which are owned by Euro- 
pean governments, such as Hong Kong, 
Singapore, Penang, Macoa, Manilla, 
Batavie and Delphi, slavery re almost 
as prevalent as in China proper. ' Slave 
girls are purchased from their parents 
or .guardians when they are quite 
young. From three to seven years is 
the favorite age in the market, as the 
child shows how it will look when 
fully grown. 
The price is then quite 


low, ranging from ?10 to §16, and the 
danger of the child becoming home- 
sick and running away amounts to 
nothing. They are treated kindly and 
at fifteen are often admirable house- 
keepers. 
They receive no .wages of 


course, and as for lodgings they are 
supposed to sleep—well, any >vhere—on 
two chairs, a board, a stone bench or 
a tile floor. A great many girls are 
sold by their parents annually into the 
lowest dens in the Orient. Girl slavery 
has been favored by the Chinese for 
many centuries, and is an organic fea- 
ture of their civilization. It extends 
from the imperial household in Pekin 
down to the lowest coolie family. A 
San Francisco merchant of good so- 
cial and influential standing nas three 
beautiful daughters who belong to one 
of the worst 
dens in Hong 
Kong. 


Their mother was a slave he owned 
while there."

.Preparations Being Made to Cele- 


brate the First Century of 


Ohio Statehood. 


Speculations as to Character of Same— 


Jk, Grand Indnstrial Exposition Probable 
—A State Museum. 


Ohio is in the midst of an era of 


Centennials. One-hundredth anniver- 
sary celebrations had their beginning 
In 1888, when the century mark of that 
auspicious event—the introduction of 
•Jivilization into the Northwest terri- 
ritory, had been reached. Cincinnati, 
the metropolis of the Ohio valley, in 
•which the first settlement began, and 
Columbus, the capital of the state of 
•which this band of colonists were the 
fathers, both observed the event with 
expositions, showing forth the wealth 
and resources of a commonwealth 
formed out of what a hundred years 
tefore had been a wilderness. 


The most interesting celebration, 


however, to those who love, to get as 
near as possible to the heart of his- 
tory, took place at Marietta, the actual 
scene of the first white settlement 
•west of the Ohio river, and the home 
and burial place of men who before 
becoming pioneers and progenitors oi 
a great state, had won deathless fame 
in the struggle for American independ- 
ence. One cannot recall but with a 
thrill of patriotism 
such names aa 


General Rufus Putnam, the friend and 
support of Washington, Commodore 
Abraham Whipple, the hero of many 
a bloody engagement upon- the high 
seas in different parts of the world, 
and the many other distinguished and 
cultured 
New 
Englanders who, 


amid infinite hardships and dangers, 


of getting Ohio admitted Into tho sis- 
terhood of states; each step will be ob- 
served appropriately whsn we get in- 
to the centennial period. The territb- 
rial government of Ohio, as distinct 
from that of the vast Northwest Ter- 
ritory, the constitutional convention, 
the feeling, that existed between the 
old anfi the new governments, the elec- 
tion of the first state officers and their 
subsequent inauguration, are matters 
upon which the rising 
generation, 


which knows nothing of them by ex- 
perience, will be taught in a way that 
should prove an 
most 
conspicuous 


inspiration. The 
character of this 


epoch is, of" course, Edward Tiffin, the 
first governor. Many interesting relics 
of his administration are in existence, 
and much reminiscent matter regard- 
ing him will likely be brought to light 
in the next few years. Celebrations 
of this character are instructive, and 
it Is to be hoped that everything per- 
taining to the high character of Ohio's 
first chief executive may be made as 


IN 


familiar to the public as are-the do- 
ings ol' our 
present-day 
celebrities. 


Very few can give off-hand the bare 
facts of his history. 


Governor 
Tiffin 
was 
an Eng- 


lishman by birth, emigrating to this 
country in his 18th year. He became 
a physician by profession and was a 
graduate of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. He settled in Ohio in 1796 
and at once became actively identified 
with the affairs of the territory, be- 
ing speaker of the legislature, and af- 
terward chairman of the constituflon-

started the iirea of civilization in the 
savage and unreclaimed West. 
Lato 


in the year 1777 the advance guard of 
the little colony left their homes in tho 
East and spent the winter in travers- 
ing the distance to the scene, of their 
future activities. 
After following aa 


Indian trail over the mountains and 
sailing down the Ohio by means of 
flatboats, they arrived at the mouth 
of the Muskingum river on the 7th day 
of April, 1788. 


On April 7, 1888, a great concourse 


of people, numbering some of the most 
notable 
characters of the 
nation, 


thronged the beautiful and prosper- 
ous community of Marietta, and with 
the booming of cannon, the ringing of 
bells, and with music, speeches and 
banqueting showed their appreciation 
of the deeds that these brave pioneers 
had 
wrought for 
posterity. Among 


those present were many descendants 
of the original settlers, who have be- 
come scattered not only throughout 
Ohio, but all over the country. 


Passing over for the present minor 


centennial celebrations throughout the 
state, past and to come, Ohio is looking 


? forward 
to a commemorative eve'nt 


•which 
will doubtless ^ eclipse in the 


.manner of observance any previous 
attempt. 
At the last session of the 


general assembly a joint 
resolution 


Tvas adopte;! providing for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to consider and 
devise plans for the appropriate cele- 
bration of the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the admission of Ohio to 
statehood. The centennial of this au- 
spicious occurrence does not take place 
until 1003, but the beginning of work 
thus early would indicate that there i:_ 
to be no lack of preparation in the pro- 
posed 'exhibition of our state pride, s> 
sentiment certainly 
justified 
by tho 


history 
of tno past hundred years 


Carrying out the 
provisions 
of tho 


joint resolution, the following persons 
•were named to compose the commis- 
sion: 
Herman G. Donnison, Colum- 


bus; Rums Cutter Dawes, Marietta 
Frank 
M. Ritczel, Warren:

Mather, Cleveland;'Guy S. Major, To 
ledo; Ralph Peters, Cincinnati; Frank 
T. Hoffmun, Dayton. The commission 
held a meeting some two months ago 
but nothing was clone beyond organiz 
ing. It is understood that the mem 
bers will

shortly. The action of the body is no 
to be anticipated, as any plans to bi 
submitted have not yet found expres 
cion. It is natural to assume, howrvor 
that the celebration will inkr tho forn 
of a grand industrial exposition, show- 
ing the progress of the state in hi-r va- 
rious branches of activity. 
Jn such 


event Columbus will doubtless be se- 
lected as the place

the court? While the members of our 
Supreme Court are above suspicion of 
pecuniary profit in any decision ren- 
dered, they cannot escape the influ- 
ence which is brought to bear upon 
them through their association with 
men violently opposed to the iucomc 
tax for personal reasons. 


The decision in the income-tax case, 


overthrowing the precedents of one 
hundred years, following the decision 
recently rendered in favor of trusts, 
shows how firmly plutocracy 
is in- 


trenched behind our judicial system. 


Our judges are not only appointed, 


but they are appointed for life. They 
are not only appointed for life, but 
they are usually 
selected from 
the 


cities, where they have been surround- 
ed by those influences which are cre- 
ated and sustained by large aggrega- 
tions of wealth. It is significant that 
Justice Harlan, who 
dissented from 


the court on* the Anti-Trust law, is 
the most pronounced 
disentor from 


the income-tax decision: This is per- 
fectly natural. 
His sympathies are 


with the-masses, and he is, therefore, 
not deceived by tbe fine-spun sophis- 
tries of Wall street representatives. 


So long as our Supreme Court judges 


nre appointed for life and recominoud- 
er for appointment 
by corporations, 


so long will it be impossible to com- 
pel the possessors of large incomes to 
contribute their just share to meet the 
expenses of the Government.
